government expressed a willingness 
to 
consider other 
places which 
af­ 
forded adequate facilities, although it 
is assumed 
that Japan’s 
preference 
would l>e some far Eastern city, prac­ 
tically within the theater of war. 
Fin­ 
ally. however, the selection seems to 
have narrowed 
down to the 
three 
cities named. 
Objections have been 
made by the Japanese to The Hague, 
but it is not believed these objections 
are fundamental or unalterable. How­ 
ever. as the situation 
now’ is, Wash­ 
ington appears to be 
the city most 
likely to be selected. 
It can be said 
on authority that if the conference is 
held in the United States it will bo in 
Washington. 
No other place in this 
country has been considered serious­ 
ly. 
An announcement of the selection 
of the place of holding the conference 
Is expected within a few days.

for”), 
were reassured after

President Roosevelt Studying Chinese 
Exclusion Trouble. 
Washington, 
June 
15.—President 
Roosevelt is manifesting deep interest 
in the statements made to him last 
Monday by a delegation of members 
of the American Asiatic association 
concerning the difficulties which have 
been 
experienced 
by Chinese 
mer 
chants, 
students, travelers 
and lit­ 
erary 
men in gaining admission 
to 
this country-. 
The complaints of the 
Chinese government about the alleged 
humiliation to which members of this 
class of Chinese are often subjected 
upon their arrival in the United States, 
together with the threats of the com­ 
mercial guilds of China to retaliate by 
boycotting American made goods have 
aroused the business men of this coun­ 
try to protest against what they have 
regarded as unreasonable discrimina­ 
tion in tho enforcement of the Chinese 
exclusion laws. 
In a letter to Secretary Metcalf of 
the department of commerce and labor, 
the president directs him to see that 
the officers exercise discretion in the 
enforcement of the exclusion law, to 
tho end that tho relations of this gov­ 
ernment with China may continue to 
be 
cordial. 
Great 
difficulty is 
ex­ 
perienced by the immigration officials 
in executing the law because of the 
many 
bogus certificates which 
are 
presented 
by 
Chinese. 
It 
is 
well 
known that a Chinese coolie may pur­ 
chase in China a certificate that he is 
a merchant or traveler or a member 
of 
one or the 
other of the 
exempt 
classes. 
On Its face the certificate en­ 
titles him to admission to the United 
States. 
So many frauds have been 
discovered in the matter of these cer­ 
tificates that the immigration officials 
examine all of them 
most carefully. 
That fact tic* ounts for the trouble ex­ 
perienced by genuine m e r c h a n t s , trav­ 
elers, etc., when they arrive at United 
States ports. 
Thus far no feasible plan has been 
worked out to remedy the trouble o* 
which the Chinese complain.

Mr. Takahashi is in the city giving in- j 
structions in silk embroidery at the 
store of the IL F. Michael Co. 
He is 
considered the highest authority in this 
line of any man in America and is presi­ 
dent of the Taka Embroidery club, an 
organization of over 300,(XX) members, 
having its headquarters in Chicago and 
with membership in every state in the 
Union.

Louis exposition and previous to the 
commencement of the present war his 
name was probably known to more Am ­ 
erican women than any other Japanese.

But it Took Seventeen Ballots to 


LanJ Him at Head of the 


State Federation 


CONVENTION CLOSED U ST NIGHT 


One of the Most Interesting Ses­ 


sions Ever held in the History 


of the Organization

Tho convention of the Stftto F ed era­ 
tion of Labor closed last evening about 
7 o’clock after one of the most stormy 
sessions in the history of the organiza­ 
tion when tho question of the selection 
of a president for the ensuing year was 
the all important one. 
William Temple- 
man, of St. Paul, was finally elected af­ 
ter seventeen ballots had been taken, 
and it is thought by all tho delegates 
present that the choice was a wise one 
in view of the m a n y conditions th a t have 
arisen during tho past year anti at the 
close of the last session there was re­ 
joicing and everyone “kissed and 
made 
u p ” and during the balance of the even­ 
ing there was a regular love feast. 
Tho selection of a president th is year 
was important especially to the printers’ 
craft as a war is about to be waged for 
an eight hour day in all job and book 
offices throughout the country and as 
Mr. Templeman is a printer, now being 
employed as proof reader for the West 
Publishing Company, of St. Paul, it is 
thought ho will be of great assistance 
in this position. 
Besides this 
Mr. 
Templeman is a versatile gentleman, a 
good presiding officer and is one of the 
oldest trade unionists in the state. 
The last ballot which elected Mr. 
Templeman was as follows: ^W illiam 
Templeman 79, Henry Dix r>8 and Thos. 
Van Lear 3. 
The tight was a warm one throughout 
the balloting 
during the 
afternoon. 
W hen the balloting first commenced T. 
F. Thomas, of St. Paul, was a formidable 
candidate and Van Lear was also well 
up in the race. 
I t was discovered after 
a few ballots had been taken 
that 
Thomas could not be elected and Wil­ 
liam 
Templeman 
was 
substituted, 
thinking he m ight draw’ a better vote, 
and this proved to be tho case. 


There was a most strenuous fight on 
between Van Lear and Dix, both Minne­ 
apolis men, and both candidates showed 
their full strength at the beginning. 
Several conditions of an 
interesting 
character were brought into this fight. 
The echo of the Washburn-Crosby Mill­ 
ing company strike in Minneapolis was 
heard. 
Dix's stand in this strike made 
him many enemies and it was even 
thrown out on the floor th a t he had rec­ 
ommended raising the boycott on the 
company’s mills when the strike was on. 
Mr. Dix defended himself in this regard, 
stating th a t there was a time when he 
thought all interests would bo best sub 
served if tho boycott was raised, but the 
records will show that ho told Samuel 
Gompers, who was called to Minneapo­ 
lis, th a t unless tho men were conceded 
the points asked he thought the screws 
should be tightened. 
Van Lear and his friends led the tight 
against Dix on this point. 
Then Mr. 
Dix had another foe to contend with. 
It seems that there was a certain ele­ 
ment among the delegates from Minne­ 
apolis who opposed Dix’s election be­ 
cause, in their judgment, he had taken 
tho w rong stand in the last municipal 
election in Minneapolis. 
Itw ascharged 
that he, as president of the State F ed ­ 
eration of Labor, in an open circular 
endorsed the election of E. E. Jones as 
mayor when it was a well paraded fact 
that Jones was a bitter enemy of organ 
ized labor. These same delegates, how­ 
ever, were opposed to Van Lear and 
therefore it must be someone outside of 
the environment of these conditions, so 
William Templeman, of St. Paul, slid in. 
There was all kimL of talk in the con­ 
vention th at W. E. McEwen would find 
opposition in his effort to be re-elected 
as secretary-treasurer of tho federation, 
but he was elected yesterday afternoon 
by acclamation before the war on the 
office of president was really at its fever 
heat. 
It is thought th a t this was a 
lucky move for McEwen, for it is not 
known what his fate might have been if 
he had got mixed up in some combina­ 
tions. 
T here was quite a surprise when the 
place of the next convention was se 
lected. 
Winona and Mankato were the 
leading candidates for the convention, 
b ut on the very first ballot the fact wa? 
b rought out that there had been some 
quiet work done for Stillwater. 
The 
first ballot resulted as follows: 
Stillwa­ 
ter. 63; Winona, 47; Mankato, .'IO and St. 
Cloud. 4. 
Stillwater was decided upon 
therefore, as the next place of meeting. 
Most of the delegates returned to 
their homes last night.

soldiers of the Civil war, who made a

pathetic 
spectacle 
as 
little 
groups or mero handsful of aged men 
formed 
in rank 
behind 
regimental 
flags that had waved in the van of a 
thousand gallant soldiers, and whose 
tattered folds now fluttered above the 
few grey haired survivors of the once 
mighty host. 
The battleflags of the Civil war regi­ 
me lits 
were delivered to the 
color 
bearers of the respective regiments 
at the old capitol and w ere then car­
